Turtleman named defendant in Casey lawsuit

An iconic and well known central 
Kentucky TV personality is being 
sued for trespassing and damage to 
property involving the production of a 
segment for his TV series. 

Ernie Brown Jr., better known as 
Turtleman, is one of 10 defendants 
named in a lawsuit that was filed Fri¬ 
day in the Casey County Circuit Court 
Clerk’s office. 

J.D. Long, who lives on Scher- 
rer Road, Liberty, and the plaintiff 
in the suit, alleges that Brown, along 
with cast members Neal “Banjo Man” 

James, David “Squirrel” Brady, Jacob 
“Handyman” Ison, and Cole Henson, 
all cast members of the “Call of the 
Wildman” TV series and defendants 
in the suit, unlawfully trespassed and 
illegally cut timber to build a tree- 


house on 49 acres of land belonging 
to Long. 

Also named as defendants in the 
suit are Rodney D. Finn, of Liberty, 
Sharp Entertainment, Core Media 
Group, Animal Planet, and Discovery 
Communications.Finn said that the al¬ 
legations in the suit weren’t true and 
declined further comment, referring 
questions to Sharp Entertainment. 

An e-mail was sent to Sharp Enter¬ 
tainment on Monday requesting an 
interview. 

The suit states that on or about July 
21, 2014, representatives of Sharp En¬ 
tertainment and Core Media Group 
contacted Brenda Reece, who lives on 
Long’s property, seeking permission 
to film one or more episodes of the 
popular show on Long’s property. 

After contacting Long, Reece told 
the two media companies that “under 
no circumstances” was anyone af¬ 
filiated with the show to enter Long’s 
property.

County 
loses road 

funds

Motorists who’ve been feel¬ 
ing less pain at the pump due 
to lower gas prices might pos¬ 
sibly begin to feel some dis¬ 
comfort in hitting potholes on 
secondary county roads. 

“We’re losing $366,000 in 
what we get in county road aid 
from the state in the coming 
2016 fiscal year,” said Casey 
County Judge-Executive Ran¬ 
dy Dial. 

Due to reduced income 
from the state gas tax because 
of lower fuel prices, Dial said 
it’s going to hinder repairing 
the roads. 

And it’s not just in 2016 that 
the county will have less road 
funds, the county coffers are 
going to take a hit this year. 

“From now until June 30, 
we’ll lose $106,000 unless 
the legislature is going to do 
something,” Dial said. 

In Monday’s fiscal court 
meeting, magistrates approved 
a resolution urging state law¬ 
makers to ensure adequate 
funding of the state road fund 
and county road aid not only in 
Casey County but throughout 
the state. 

“The Casey County Fiscal 
Court strongly encourages the 
Kentucky General Assembly 
to enact road fund stabiliza¬ 
tion during the 2015 session as 
soon as possible to avoid fur¬ 
ther erosion of the state Road 
Fund,” the resolution stated. 

Dial estimates that of the 
$106,000 the county is slated 
to lose this year, with two- 
thirds of the fiscal year al¬ 
ready past, that translates into 
$70,000 possibly spent. 

Normally, the county re¬ 
ceives $1.49 million from the 
state for road aid. The coun¬ 
ty’s total road fund budget is 
$2.5 million. 

And, it’s not only the road 
aid money that will fall short, 
when combined with mral 
secondary road aid and mu¬ 
nicipal road aid, the county 
will lose a total of $227,622 
in FY 2015 and a whopping 
$783,757 in FY 2016. 

Excluding U.S. 127, Ky. 
70, and Ky. 80, all other roads 
in the county are considered 
secondary roads. 

Dial said that the county 
will work with what resources 
it has to keep the roads safe. 

“We’ll do our best to main-

For the better part of three 
decades, Kathy Hines has 
been a major part of Casey 
County EMS, spending the 
last 10 years at the helm of 
the service. 

Beginning next month, 
she’s hanging up her direc¬ 
tor’s hat as she will retire to 
spend more time with fam¬ 
ily, and more especially, her 
14-year-old grandson. 

“I’m going to baseball 
games and fish with my 
grandson,” said Hines, smil¬ 
ing. 

A native of Casey County, 
Hines said she first became 
interested in emergency ser¬ 
vices in 1984 when her moth¬ 
er was experiencing health 
problems. 

While in the hospital with 
her, Hines said her mother’s 
heart stopped. With nurses 
rushing to her aid, they got 
her heart started again. 

“When I saw all that hap¬ 
pening, I guess that’s what got 
me started because I thought 
what if I’d been on the road 
home with her and this hap¬ 
pened, what would I have 
done?” she said. 


Hines enrolled in an EMT 
course in 1984 and was certi¬ 
fied that same year. 

However, a hard reality 
set in when after becoming 
certified, there was no job for 
Hines. 

“I couldn’t find a job work¬ 
ing as an EMT because back 
in those days, nobody would 
hire a woman. It was strictly 
a male field back then,” Hines 
said. 

While Hines continued to 
care for her mother, she en¬ 
rolled in a paramedic class, 


taking two years to complete. 
In 1985, she received her cer¬ 
tification as a paramedic. 

Just when Hines thought 
she was facing the same male 
dominated field even with a 
paramedic’s certification, her 
breakthrough arrived. 

Hines was hired as an EMT 
in Casey County in 1987, and 
went full time beginning the 
next year. 

Although she was a para¬ 
medic, Casey EMS was a

Fiscal court receives 
$100K in excess fees

Casey County Fiscal Court got some good news during 
Monday’s meeting in the form of an excess fees check and 
recommendations from the state to repair county roads. 

Casey County Court Clerk Casey Davis’s office submitted 
a check for $100,000 in excess fees. 

Also, Judge-Executive Randy Dial presented to magistrates 
the recommendations from the Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet for the 2015-2016 Rural Secondary Road Program. 

According to the plan, Casey County’s Rural Secondary 
Road allotment for the upcoming fiscal year is set at $ 1.6 mil¬ 
lion. 

Dial told magistrates that the roads to be resurfaced by the 
state include: 

■ Ky. 206 from North Hatfield Road at mile marker 4.49 
for .78 miles to the intersection with Ky. 70 at mile marker 
5.27. 

■ Ky. 551 from Jackie Hollow Road at mile marker 4.39 
for 1.73 miles to Ky. 1615 at mile marker 6.1. 

■ Ky. 1640 from mile marker 9.2 for 3.3 miles to Ky. 206 
at mile marker 12.5. 

■ Ky. 1742 from the intersection with Ky. 70 at mile marker 
1.3 for two miles to mile marker 3.1. 

However, Magistrate Robby Murphy moved to amend the 
recommendations that Ky. 1552 (Short Town Road) from U.S. 
127 to Ky. 198 be considered for resurfacing.

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Freedom of speech is guaranteed 
by the Constitution 


Perhaps you heard of 
the recent incident where 
two college students sang 
an offensive song that was 
blatantly racist. 

It’s been widely reported 
that members of the Sigma 
Alpha Epsilon (SAE) fra¬ 
ternity at the University 
of Oklahoma chanted a 
ditty that included the “N- 
word,” proclaiming that 
blacks would never be al¬ 
lowed to join their frater¬ 
nity. 

In addition, the song 
mentioned that blacks 
can “hang from a tree, re¬ 
ferring to the practice of 
lynching, something that 
frequently occurred in the 
south prior to and during 
the civil rights era of the 
mid 1900s. 

Here’s the song, sans us¬ 
ing the offensive word: 

There will never be a 
“N” at SAE . There will 
never be a “N” at SAE . 
You can hang him from a 
tree . But he’ll never sign 
with me . There will never 
be a “N” at SAE. 

The singing of the song 
was captured on a cell 
phone video and posted 
on the Internet where it, 
without fail, was roundly 
condemned. As well as it 



should have been. 

I’m offended by it. It’s 
wrong and denigrates an 
entire race of people who 
deserve to be treated equal¬ 
ly and fairly under the law. 

And frankly, while I’m 
not naive enough to be¬ 
lieve we’re beyond this 
sort of hate speech, I was 
really shocked and sad¬ 
dened that this was sung by 
college students at a major 
university. 

The OU administration 
identified two students who 
allegedly took a role in this 
matter, acting swiftly and 
expelling them and shut¬ 
ting down the fraternity 
house. 

But here’s the kicker. 
The First Amendment to 
the U.S. Constitution guar¬ 
antees the right of free 
speech. It doesn’t simply 
agree with me that this is 
wrong and hateful, yes, 
even disgusting, but again, 
it’s a right under the laws 
of our land. 


It’s protected by the law. 

The government and col¬ 
lege administration have 
no right to punish anyone 
for freedom of speech, 
even hate speech. 

To me, the rallies and 
marches that sprang out 
against the racist singing 
of that song is also a First 
Amendment right of free 
speech. We have a right to 
disagree with something 
someone says that offend¬ 
ed us. 

We further have a right 
to express our disgust and 
disapproval of that song, to 
the point of utter condem¬ 
nation. 

However, we don’t have 
a right to tell them they 
cannot sing that song or 
hold racist views. 

I don’t want an atheist 
telling me I cannot sing 
Christian hymns because 
they find my views about 
God offensive. 

I don’t want anti-war ac¬ 
tivists telling me that I can¬ 
not proudly say that I sup¬ 
port our men and women 
who daily protect our coun¬ 
try by serving the United 
States armed forces. 

But, I constantly have 
to remember that although 
I have a right to express 


my views, they also have a 
right to theirs. 

Anyone recall Westboro 
Baptist Church (Topeka, 
Kansas) members who 
traveled around the coun¬ 
try, protesting at U.S. ser¬ 
vice member’s funerals, 
making a mockery of that 
service members’s pre¬ 
cious life, one who died in 
the service of his country? 

There’s no act more 
repugnant, disgusting, 
and offensive for them to 
portray that that service 
member died as a result of 
God’s punishment death 
on gay people. 

It’s also their right under 
the law, whether I like it or 
not. 

My reaction to hate 
speech like this is to show 
them love. It doesn’t mean 
I agree with them or con¬ 
done what they say. 

It shows that I’m bigger 
than what they believe and 
say. And that’s more im¬ 
portant than a screaming 
match. 

After all, “love covers a 
multitude of sin,” and these 
kinds of haters need to be 
covered with love. 

Maybe that’s a message 
that can penetrate cold, 
dead, and hard hearts. 



Making a game out of rejection 


Sunday nights are one of 
the few nights during the 
week when I take the time 
to relax. So one Sunday 
evening, I was listening to 
a unique segment on Na¬ 
tional Public Radio called 
Invisibilia and it wasn’t 
long until I was captivated 
by it. 

The program, which just 
recently launched in Janu¬ 
ary of this year, is dedicated 
to examining the invisble 
forces in our lives, such 
as emotions, ideas, beliefs, 
etc. and how they influence 
our human behavior. Rather 
than listening to stale scien¬ 
tific findings alone, Invisi¬ 
bilia combines stories and 
science in a very intriguing 
way. 

The topic of the show on 
this particular evening was 
rejection. 

Rejection, which we all 
have to deal with at some 
point during our lives, is 
something that can cause 
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a great deal of grief, espe¬ 
cially when it is combined 
with fear and begins to 
creep into your daily life 
and decision-making abil¬ 
ity. 

The story was about a 
man whose wife had left 
him and slowly over time 
he became a bit of recluse, 
avoiding people and espe¬ 
cially women. After months 
of this, he realized that fear 
was keeping him from in¬ 
teracting with the rest of 
the world and more specifi¬ 
cally, his fear of rejection. 

In an effort to conquer his 
fear, the man decided the 
only way to do so would be 
to get rejected by someone 
every single day. 


He began asking ran¬ 
dom strangers at the gro¬ 
cery store for a ride home, 
and asking for a discount 
on items he planned on 
purchasing, and over time 
rejection became less of a 
thing to fear. 

Eventually he realized 
he had, “disobeyed his own 
fear.” 

As I sat listening, I 
thought about this con¬ 
cept of disobeying your 
own fear. It seems to go a 
little further than the sim¬ 
ple phrase, face your own 
fear. Rather than just forc¬ 
ing yourself to do some¬ 
thing once and calling it a 
victory, rejection therapy 
made this man go out every 
single day until the fear no 
longer existed. 

I have always been the 
type of person to buck up 
and face my fear. The way 
I see it, fear can be a time 
consuming thing and the 
last thing I feel like wasting 


time on is negative thoughts 
that don’t do anything but 
hold me back. 

As a writer, I found this 
story to be quite relatable. 

Writers probably face 
rejection more often than 
a lot of people, because we 
are constantly sending our 
work out into the world 
and more often than not, 
our work comes spinning 
back with a “thanks but no 
thanks” note attached. 

Sol went to bed thinking 
about this rejection therapy 
concept. 

The next morning I woke 
up, checked my emails, and 
saw that two poems I had 
submitted (almost a year 
ago) had been rejected by 
the journal. 

I leaned my head back 
and looked up at the ceil¬ 
ing thinking, “What are the 
odds?” 

And I couldn’t keep my¬ 
self from laughing at the 
irony of it all.

Further, the suit states 
that in spite of being denied 
access to the land, the de¬ 
fendants: 

■ dammed and obstruct¬ 
ed waterways and streams, 

■ desecrated, damaged, 
and destroyed rock forma¬ 
tions. 

■ utilized stone from the 
rock formations to manu¬ 
facture concrete to be used 
in constructing a treehouse. 

■ damaged and de¬ 
stroyed timber, using tim¬ 
ber to build the treehouse, 
and constructed a zip line, 
among others. 

According to the suit, the 
defendants filmed an epi¬ 
sode of the show on Long’s 
property that aired on Sept. 
14, 2014, also without per¬ 
mission. The suit states that 
after using the treehouse, it 
was burned. 

Representatives of the 
media companies associat¬ 
ed with the show allegedly 
admitted to Long that they 
trespassed on his property

basic life support service, 
meaning paramedics weren’t 
permitted to offer advanced 
life saving skills. 

“Basic service is first aid, 
CPR, bandaging and put¬ 
ting on splints, minor stuff,” 
Hines said. 

In 2001, Casey EMS be¬ 
came a life support service 
with paramedics using heart 


and used it for commercial 
profit, the court document 
revealed. 

Finn, a neighbor, also ad¬ 
mitted that the defendants 
trespassed on the property, 
the suit shows. 

Long, represented by Lib¬ 
erty attorney Brian Wright, 
as well as the Lexington law 
firm of McBrayer, McGin¬ 
nis, Leslie, and Kirkland, is 
seeking monetary damages 
for the trespass, cutting of 
the timber to build the tree- 
house, “unjust enrichment” 
of the defendants, outrage, 
and negligence. 

Both Wright and Robert 
E. Maclin III declined to 
comment on the suit, citing 
pending litigation. 

According to the suit, 
Long also “suffered injury, 
damage, and harm, includ¬ 
ing severe physical, mental, 
and emotional pain and suf¬ 
fering.” 

Brown disavows liability 

The suit states that 
Brown, “by and through 
his representative and agent 


monitors, administering IVs, 
and checking oxygen satura¬ 
tion, among other advanced 
duties. 

Hines was named director 
in 2005 when Algie Atwood 
retired. 

Her day-to day activities 
include overseeing 11 full 
time paramedics and EMTs 
as well as about 25 part-time 
personnel who man the 24/7 
operation. 


‘Julie C.,’ has represented 
and communicated to J.D. 
Long generally speaking 
that ‘Animal Planet has in¬ 
demnified defendant, Ernie 
Brown Jr., as he has no con¬ 
trol as to the artistic direc¬ 
tion of the show,’ and that 
an email communication to 
Jared Albert, a representa¬ 
tive and agent of defendant 
Animal Planet, LLC, would 
be made, in order that J.D. 
Long would be able gen¬ 
erally speaking to ‘com¬ 
municate with the people 
in control of the treehouse 
project.’” 

Wildman controversies 

In 2013, the first contro¬ 
versies emerged surround¬ 
ing an episode in which 
Brown was shown catching 
venomous snakes at a com¬ 
munity pool in Danville. 
Boyle County and Danville 
city officials investigated 
the incident. 

In response to that epi¬ 
sode, Jim Harrison, the di¬ 
rector of Kentucky’s Rep¬ 
tile Zoo, told WKYT in 


And that, she said, is the 
greatest challenge of be¬ 
ing director — fully staffing 
the service, “having enough 
people to cover everything,” 
she said.

One of Hines’ EMTs, Re¬ 
gina Martin, who’s worked in 
Casey County since August 
2012, said that she’s been

In 
the episode, the Turtleman 
captured cottonmouths and 
copperheads at the pool. 
Harrison told WKYT that 
cottonmouths aren’t found 
in central Kentucky. 

At the time Brown de¬ 
flected the criticism. 

“I heard somebody say 
they had a witch hunt on 
me, whatever that is,” 
Brown told The Lebanon 
Enterprise. “I’ll catch that 
too if it’s a critter.” 

Brown said after the pool 
episode aired that Animal 
Planet called him and that 
he caught the snakes. At 
that time, he added that he 
wasn’t going to pay atten¬ 
tion to gossip. Instead he 
was doing the show for lit¬ 
tle kids and to make people 
happy. 

“I’m just trying to cheer 
up the United States. I did 
that. Now Em cheering up 
the world,” he told the En¬ 
terprise in 2013. 

Brown returned to Leba¬ 
non for Ham Days in 2013,

tain the roads the best we can. 
Taking 30 percent of our bud¬ 
get has to have some effect 
on it,” he said. However, Dial 
said residents will see fewer 
blacktopping projects in the 
near future.

Dear Savvy Senior, 

What kinds of legal docu¬ 
ments are suggested for end- 
of-life plans? I would like to 
get my affairs in order before 
it’s too late. 

Getting Old 


Dear Getting, 

Every adult - especially 
seniors - should have at least 
four essential legal docu¬ 
ments to protect them and 
their family. These docu¬ 
ments will make sure your 
wishes regarding your estate 
are legal and clear, and will 
help minimize any conflicts 
and confusion with your 
family and your health care 
providers if you become se¬ 
riously illness or when you 
die. Here are the key docu¬ 
ments you need, along with 


them. 

A Will: This document lets 
you spell out your wishes of 
how you’d like your prop¬ 
erty and assets distributed 
after you die, whether it’s to 
family, friends or a charity. It 
also allows you to designate 
an executor to ensure your 
wishes are carried out, and 
allows you to name guard¬ 
ians if you have minor or de¬ 
pendent children. 

If you own real estate or 
have considerable assets, an¬ 
other option you may want 
to consider is a “revocable 
living trust.” This functions 
like a will but allows your es¬ 
tate to avoid the time and ex¬ 
pense of probate (the public 
legal process that examines 
your estate after you die) and 
helps ensure your estate’s 
privacy.

to make financial, tax and le¬ 
gal decisions on your behalf 
if you lose your decision¬ 
making capacity. 

Advanced Health Care 
Directive: This includes 
two documents that spell out 
your wishes regarding your 
end-of-life medical treat¬ 
ment. The two documents 
are a “living will” which tells 
your doctor what kind of care 
you want to receive if you 
become incapacitated, and a 
“health care power of attor¬ 
ney” which names a person 
you authorize to make medi¬ 
cal decisions on your behalf 
if you become unable to.

DIABETES ALERT DAY 


Be aware of your risk 


Diabetes Alert Day is 
March 24 — a day set aside 
to increase awareness of Type 
2 diabetes. The following 
article, submitted by Lake 
Cumberland District Health 
Department, discusses risk 
factors and activities to pre¬ 
vent Type 2 diabetes. 

Anybody can develop dia¬ 
betes, but some people are 
more at risk than others. For 
example, if you have a family 
history of diabetes, you are at 
increased risk for developing 
the disease, especially if a 
close family member-mother, 
father, brother, or sister-has 
diabetes. 

Some women are at risk 
for developing type 2 diabetes 
because they were diagnosed 
with diabetes during a preg¬ 
nancy. This is called gesta¬ 
tional diabetes or GDM. If 
your mother had gestational 
diabetes when she was preg¬ 
nant with you, you may be at 
an increased risk for becom¬ 
ing obese and developing 
type 2 diabetes. 

Knowing your risk for type 
2 diabetes is an important 
first step toward preventing 
or delaying the onset of the 
disease. Find out your risk by 
taking the Diabetes Risk Test 
at http://www.diabetes.org/ 
are-you-at-risk/diabetes-risk- 
test/ 

In addition to a family his¬ 
tory and a history of GDM, 
some other risk factors for 
type 2 diabetes include being 
45 or older and being over¬ 
weight or obese. 

An African American or 


person of African Ancestry, 
Hispanic/Latino, American 
Indian, Asian American, or 
Pacific Islander 
While there are some 
risk factors that you cannot 
change, such as family history 
and age, there are risk factors 
associated with your lifestyle 
that you can change, such as 
being more physically active 
and maintaining a healthy 
weight.

Kentuckians split on 
taxing sugary drinks

Should soda and other sugary drinks be 
taxed to fund school nutrition and physi¬ 
cal activity programs? 

Kentucky adults are almost evenly di¬ 
vided on the issue, but the majority of 
them believe that sodas and sugary drinks 
should come with a health warning label. 

According to the latest Kentucky Health 
Issues Poll, 51 percent of Kentucky adults 
support taxing soda and other sugary 
drinks, while 47 percent do not. 

Fifty-five percent of women favored the 
measure, while 46 percent of men favored 
it. 

African American adults (67 percent) 
were more likely than white adults (50 
percent) to support a tax. Sixty-eight per¬ 
cent of respondents ages 18-29 favored 
the measure, 49 percent of those 30 to 45, 
49 percent of those 46 to 64 and 32 per¬ 
cent of those 65 and over. 

The poll also asked respondents if so¬ 
das and other sugary drinks should come 
with a label that says “studies show that 
daily consumption of soda and other sug¬ 
ary drinks contributes to diabetes, obesity 
and tooth decay.” 

Seventy-one percent of Ken¬ 
tucky adults favored adding the label. 
A random sample of 1,597 Kentucky 
adults were interviewed by phone. 


Asian carp fishermen 
hook new markets

Nowadays, what used to be accom¬ 
plished by writing a check or paying in 
cash takes only the swipe of a card or the 
click of a mouse button. 

Even the centuries-old practice of tith¬ 
ing has been upgraded to the digital world, 
and area churches are getting on board 
with the idea of collecting tithes and gifts 
electronically. “We’re becoming a paper¬ 
less society,” said Mike Williams, admin¬ 
istrator and associate pastor at Lone Oak 
First Baptist Church. 

“You’re going to lose contributions if 
you don’t move to that opportunity.” 

The Lone Oak church has offered some 
form of electronic tithing for the last five 
or six years, Williams said. 

Churchgoers can set up an automatic 
withdrawal from their bank accounts or 
make one-time donations using a debit or 
credit card on the church’s website. 

He said the method of giving has caught 
on among the youngest and - surprisingly, 
to him - the eldest members of the con¬ 


gregation. 

“I was very shocked at the number of 


Where Asian carp are crowding out 
more lucrative paddlefish, buffalo fish and 
catfish, some Western Kentucky fisher¬ 
men are seeking new markets for the no¬ 
torious species in China, Korea and else¬ 
where overseas. 

A favorite for fish balls and dumpling 
filling throughout Asia, Asian carp is the 
second-most eaten fish in the world. Fill¬ 
ing demand in Asia is the goal of new 
price supports and a burgeoning state-sub¬ 
sidized carp fishery in Western Kentucky. 
Kentucky this year will subsidize the rate 
paid to commercial fishermen like Hook 
to ensure a price of at least 15 cents per 
pound for the fish. 

Until now, some processors have paid 
between eight and 10 cents per pound, 
which fishermen like Ronny Hopkins 
and Hook say is too little return to break 
even. 

Consumers often confuse Asian carp 
with the less desirable, bottom-feeding, 
common carp. Asian carp’s sweeter taste 
derives from its feeding habits skimming 
for plankton closer to the surface of lakes 
and rivers, said Jeff Ross, assistant fisher¬ 
ies director at the Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife. 

Often baked or stewed until it falls off 
the bone, Asian silver carp’s oily white 
flesh “tastes fresh and clean,” Seviche res¬ 
taurant chef Anthony Lamas said. “They 
are a nice, freshwater fish.” 

In Ledbetter near Paducah, between 
two and six customers a day wander into 
the RCB Fish Co. store that opened in 
February. There, entrepreneur Lula Luu 
sells frozen “Kentucky Blue Snapper” 
for $4.99 a pound, or $7.99 per pound of 
fresh-caught fillets. Luu said she’s also 
sold 30 pint-size Mason jars of canned 
carp poached in fresh herbs and sunflower 
oil. 

“We have customers try it and the feed¬ 
back has been pretty positive,” Luu said of 
daily cooked samples in the store, which 
include fish tacos, Vietnamese fish salad 
and fried fish cakes. “It kind of grows on 
you.”

The Kentucky Transportation Cabinet 

In accordance with KRS 176.051, Kentucky’s noxious weed law, the Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet will control noxious weeds on state-owned right of way at 
the request of the adjoining property owner. The noxious weeds named in this 
law are Johnsongrass, Giant foxtail, Canada thistle, Nodding thistle, Common 
teasel, Multiflora rose, Amur honeysuckle, Poison hemlock, Marestail, Japanese 
knotweed, and Kudzu. 

Persons who own property adjacent to state right of way and who are involved in 
eradication efforts on their property can submit a written application to the high¬ 
way district office in their area. Applications and addresses of each district office 
will be located at state highway garages.

College students should take FAFSA verification process seriously 


The federal government 
requires colleges to verify 
the information submitted 
by many students on the 
Free Application for Fed¬ 
eral Student Aid (FAFSA). 

The FAFSA is the form 
used to apply for most fed¬ 
eral and many state student 
aid programs. 

It asks detailed ques¬ 
tions about the income and 
resources of students and 
their parents if the students 
are considered dependent 
students. 

Students are considered 
dependent if they are un¬ 
dergraduate students under 


Kentucky high school 
juniors and seniors have 
until May 15 to apply for a 
scholarship to help pay for 
dual credit classes taken at 
a Kentucky college or uni¬ 
versity. 

The Mary Jo Young 
Scholarship, named for 
a former member of the 
Board of Directors of the 
Kentucky Higher Educa- 


24 years old, not married, 
have no dependents of their 
own, are not veterans or 
were not orphans or wards 
of the court until age 19. 

The college or, in some 
cases, an agency working 
with the college will con¬ 
tact students to let them 
know if their data is being 
verified. 

Students and parents 
need to take that process 
seriously, according to the 
Kentucky Higher Educa¬ 
tion Assistance Authority 
(KHEAA). 

Students chosen for veri¬ 
fication cannot receive their 


tion Assistance Author¬ 
ity (KHEAA), provides 
assistance with tuition and 
textbook expenses for up to 
two classes each semester. 
Scholarships can only be 
used in the fall and spring 
semesters. 

To be considered, stu¬ 
dents must be in grades 
11 or 12 during the 2015- 
2016 academic year. They 


financial aid until they have 
completed the process. 

If students have decided 
not to attend a college that 
asked them for verification, 
they should let the college 
know so it will stop re¬ 
questing information. 

KHEAA is the state 
agency that administers 
the Kentucky Educational 
Excellence Scholarship

FRYSC Corps: improving Casey student literacy for 10 years

Good deeds often go un¬ 
seen and that may be the case 
for Americorps volunteers 
in Casey County who have 
been working hard for ten 
years to improve the literacy 
of students and the lives of 
parents and staff at local el¬ 
ementary schools. 

For a decade, FRYSC 
Corps, a Kentucky Ame¬ 
ricorps program, has been 
providing literacy tutors for 
Jones Park, Walnut Hill, and 
Liberty Elementary students. 

Americorps members 
play a vital role by helping 
their local Family Resource 
and Youth Service Centers, 
schools, and other commu¬ 
nity partners plan and imple¬ 
ment several projects, many 
of which are centered around 


supporting and improving 
literacy. 

“We are here to improve 
reading skills and to sup¬ 
port basic needs through 
our Family Resource Cen¬ 
ter. We’re really focused on 
retention and helping those 
lower level kids who might 
get looked over,” said Jenni¬ 
fer Hamilton, FRYSC Corps 
member at JPE. 

With a term limit of two 
years, Hamilton is round¬ 
ing the comer on the end 
of her second year and said 
she wants the community to 
know how beneficial FRY¬ 
SC Corps members are to the 
communities they serve. 

“We’re able to provide 
some additional resources 
to teachers to help strength¬ 
en our county’s students,” 
Hamilton said. “We support 
schools, families, and stu¬ 


dents in many ways that the 
community may not even be 
aware of - like helping with 
the Angel Tree Program.” 

The Angel Tree Program 
helps Casey families ease the 
financial burden of Christ¬ 
mas by giving them gifts, gift 
cards, and even a turkey for 
their Christmas meal. 

“Through teacher referalls, 
the program help parents and 
kids who might need a little 
extra help with Christmas,” 
Hamilton said. 

FRYSC Corps members 
provide additional support in 
many ways, including orga¬ 
nizing literacy activities for 
events such as Red Ribbon 
Week and Dr. Seuss Day, as 
well as after school tutoring. 

Other projects that mem¬ 
bers are involved in are fam¬ 
ily literacy nights held at the 
schools, back pack programs 


that help feed eligible stu¬ 
dents through the weekend, 
and after school tutoring at 
Kids Team, a local child care 
center in Liberty. 

“There was a service proj¬ 
ect in September where we 
helped pack up hundreds of 
ready-to-eat meals to send 
overseas,” Hamilton said. 
“Over this past winter, the 
Walnut Hill Americorps 
volunteers went to a home¬ 
less shelter in Lexington 
and helped with passing out 
meals.” 

Hamilton said teachers 
reported that reading has im¬ 
proved for 85 percent of the 
students who FYRSC Corps 
members have tutored. 

Members are required to 
tutor 15-25 students during 
a service term and dedicate 
about 25 hours to each indi¬ 
vidual student, although the 


number of students is subject 
to change depending upon 
how many students are re¬ 
ferred by teachers. 

“That changes as their 
reading improves,” Hamil¬ 
ton added. 

Another part of Hamil¬ 
ton’s role at JPE is to recruit 
other volunteers, like parents 
or community partners to 
visit the schools and read to 
students or participate in lit¬ 
eracy activities. 

“The kids really enjoy see¬ 
ing faces of the community 
from the banks and doctor 
offices, as well as parents,” 
Hamilton said. “Its a huge 
push and emphasis on read¬ 
ing. We have some really 
good parents here at Jones 
Park who like to volunteer 
and help and some that stay 
here all day.” 

As Americorps celebrates 


its 20 th year of community 
literacy outreach, Hamilton 
said its a really great pro¬ 
gram and one that she hopes 
will remain in the county. 

“Casey County has to 
write a grant in order to have 
Americorps members in the 
county,” she said. “So that’s 
why we want to make sure 
people understand that Ame¬ 
ricorps does some pretty 
awesome things for the kid- 
dos. I don’t want us to take 
it lightly.” 

Those wishing to volun¬ 
teer their time or reach out 
to Americorps members are 
encouraged to contact their 
school’s Family Resource 
Center.

It may feel like spring will 
never truly arrive, but it will. 
It’s a good idea to go ahead 
and get started on your farm 
equipment maintenance. Do¬ 
ing the repairs now can save 
time and aggravation later. 

If you need to order parts, 
go ahead and do it to reduce 
the likelihood of delays dur¬ 
ing the critical spring days 
ahead. 

When you check equip¬ 
ment, pay particular atten¬ 
tion to mbber components, as 
these will sometimes become 
brittle and cracked during the 
winter. 

Check implements for bro¬ 
ken, missing or worn parts 
you may need to replace. 
Go over the machineiy and 
tighten bolts, nuts and cap 
screws. Pump fresh grease 
into fittings to remove any 
condensation that may have 
formed in the winter. Apply 
touch up paint to any msted

Beginning in 2015 and 
subsequent years producers 
are required to provide docu¬ 
mentation to substantiate eli¬ 
gible attacks by animals or 
avian predators must be ob¬ 
tained from a source such as, 
but no limited to, the follow¬ 
ing APHIS and Department 
of Natural Resources. 

Producers must make ev¬ 
ery effort to substantiate loss¬ 
es and if they are not able to 
obtain documentation from 
APHIS or DNR the partici-

On planters make sure 
moveable parts are not stuck. 
Also check for wear and re¬ 
place any overly worn parts. 

Electrical problems can 
lead to time-consuming 
breakdowns. Now is the time 
to check for loose connec¬ 
tions, frayed or broken wires 
and repair broken gauges, 
lights and switches. 

Remember to include 
sprayer maintenance in your 
late-winter cleaning tasks, 
ensuring that your spray 
equipment is ready for the 
planting season; it could save 
you time and money. 

If you take care of sprayer 
maintenance prior to the hec- 


pant may provide verifiable 
or reliable documentation of 
livestock deaths.

LIP compensates livestock 
owners and contract growers 
for livestock death losses in 
excess of normal mortality 
due to an eligible adverse 
weather event, including 
losses due to hurricanes, 
floods, blizzards, disease, 
wildfires, extreme heat and 
extreme cold. For the current 
calendar year, eligible losses 
must have occurred on or af¬ 
ter Jan. 1, 2015. 

“A notice of loss must 
be filed with FSA within 
30 days of when the loss of 
livestock is apparent,” said 
Isaacs. “Livestock that die 
within 60 days of the date of 


tic growing season, it can 
prevent time-consuming 
equipment breakdowns, 
higher chemical costs, re¬ 
duced pesticide effectiveness 
and potential crop damage. 
Rinse out the sprayer to re¬ 
move any dirt that accumu¬ 
lated over the winter. Check 
the pump and nozzles for ex¬ 
cessive wear and be sure the 
pump is operating at full ca¬ 
pacity. Inspect sprayer lines 
for leaks. 

Clean filter screens and re¬ 
place worn ones in the spray¬ 
er and in tractors. You’ll need 
to ensure they are not restrict¬ 
ing air flow. Replace fuel fil¬ 
ters as they age and become 
clogged. 

Be sure to consult your 
operator’s manual on tractors 
and other equipment for ad¬ 
ditional maintenance instruc¬ 
tions.

According to Isaacs, pro¬ 
ducers should contact the 
Casey County FSA Office at 
(606)-787-6581 to schedule 
an appointment to submit a 
notice of loss and applica¬ 
tion for payment. 

Producers are encouraged 
to bring supporting evidence, 
including documentation 
of the number and kind of 
livestock that died, supple¬ 
mented if possible by pho¬ 
tographs or video records to 
document the loss, purchase 
records, veterinarian records, 
production records and other 
similar documents.

Farm to school effort expanding 


Kentucky is one of three 
states that will partner 
with The Walmart Foun¬ 
dation and the National 
Farm to School Network 
to expand efforts to get 
more local foods into 
schools.. 

“Kentucky has led the 
way in helping schools 
locate and purchase local 
foods for their students 
while at the same time 
helping farmers find new 
markets for their prod¬ 
ucts,” Agriculture Com¬ 
missioner James Comer 
said.

The Seed Change proj¬ 
ect will “jump start” pro¬

Louisiana, and Pennsyl¬ 
vania, the National Farm 
to School Network wrote 
in a news release. 

A total of 100 farm-to- 
school sites in the par¬ 
ticipating states each will 
receive $5,000 grants to 
implement farm-to-school 
activities, the network’s 
statement said.

The Kentucky Farm 
to School Program runs 
the Farm to School Ju¬ 
nior Chef competition, in 
which high school cook¬ 
ing teams throughout the 
Commonwealth compete 
for scholarships while 
learning basic cooking 
techniques and being ed¬ 
ucated about the impor¬ 
tance of local foods.
